New Yerk, February 12.—A spccial cable 
dispatch to The Herald from Vienna says;

It is learned further from cxclusive 
sources that the rowers have informed 
Turkey that they cannot force Greece. to 
withdraw her fleet, but will leave Turkey 
a free hand. 

ANARCHY IN ATHENS. 

Anarchy is reigning at Athens. The min- 
istry was only temporarily saved by em- 
barkation in a mad enterprise. 

England is accused secretly of backing 
Greece to force Russia's hand.

KING OSGAR IS WILLING. 


WOULD ACT AS THE NEW TREATY 
PROVIDES FoR HIM, 

Hh Feels the Great Honor That Is 
Conferred Upon Him Very Deep- 
ly and Would Not Shirk Its 
Responsibility.

New York, February 12.~The World tells 
of an interview that was procured from 
King Oscar, the proposed member of the 
internantional tribunal of arbitration. 

The subject of his majesty’s acceptance 
of the high honor of membership in the 
arbitral board, with the possibility mat 
he might be called upon to cast the de- 
cisive vote in grave questions at issue 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, was explicitly referred to and 
pleasantly received by his majesty. 

The king’s own words spoken in reply 
to a question revealed his warm, keen and 
more than friendly interest in the great 
measure, 

The audience given by the king to the 
interviewer is told of. 

He greeted him cordially, with hands 
outstretched, firm yet delicate in outline 
and strong in grasp, and asked him how he 
liked the pictur: ait which he was gazing 
when he entered the room. 

The activity of the king in the conver- 
sation which ensued amd his absolute sim- 
plcity seemed ,wonderful, for he had just 
celebrated his sixty-eighth birthday. The 
vigor of his mind was not less marvelous, 
for Oscar II began his reign at an age 
(which Gustavus’ Adolphus and Charles 
XII never reached; and, after Queen .Vic- 
tomia and the king of Denmark, this mon- 
arch is the oldest ruler on a European 
throne. 

FAVORS UNIVERSAL EDUCATION. 

His majesty spoke as though he had 
taken this proverb to heart, for he addea 
that one of his highest aims was to place 
useful knowledge and a thorough educa- 
tion within easy reach of all his subjects. 

The World commissioner said: It is the 
desire of The World to publish some of 
your majesty’s own speeches in a form in 
which every English speaking reader will 
be able to appreciate them.. I particular- 
ly recall an address your majesty delivered 
on the anniversary of your presidency be- 
fore the Academy of Music.“ ‘And I quoted 
a few words from it. 

The king asked one of his attendants 
for a book eontaining the passage, but 
before it could be brought to him he got 
up to find it himself in the room beyond, 
and finally made The World commissioner 
follow him into his private study, where 
a row of volumes stood upon his writing 
table. 

KING OSCAR'S FAVORITE MOTTO. 

Seated at his private desk, evidently in 
his favorite chair, the king said: 

That speech is but a small part of the 
idealism without which no system of ppilos- 
ophy seems to me to have any value either 
for our life here or for our hope of what 
may follow in the life hereafter. I wish 
my other duties left me time to do my 
part towards refuting those materialistic 
theories which are always doing so much 
harm in the world. There is a motto on 
the walls of Upsal, only a few miles away, 
which reads: ‘Free thought is strong, but 
right thought is stronger.“ 

The king indicated that this appropriately 
expressed the faith of his majesty, the 
university and the national sentiment. The 
king next showed me a few other speech- 
es taken from the books on his desk, which 
he thought might be worthy of translation, 
especially ene upon Gustavus Adolphus, 
which, from a different point of view, he 
evidently considered among the best of the 
prose works he had published. These ex- 
amples of the king’s thoughts and oratory, 
as commended by him to American readers, 
will be translated and in due course given 
for the first time in English to the readers 
of The New York World.

Ottawa, Ont., February 12.—Yesterday 
afternoon a disastrous fire started in the 
packing room of the public works depart- 
ment in the upper story of the western 
block of parliament buildings. 

Owing to the ineffectual work on the 
part of the firemen for lack of water pres- 
sure, the flames spread over almost the 
entire roof. 

The offices burned were for clerks. Some 
old records have been burned, but most 
of the valuable papers were removed. 
~The stationéry offices and photograph 
gallery of the public. works are in the 
portion of the building burned. There is 
no insurance. The loss is estimated at 
$100, 000. 

The fire burned until it could get no 
further. 

The Mackenzie annex, public works of- 
fices, marine and fisheries and mounted 
police departments are all gone. Nothing 
but the charred walls and towers, with a 
little of the fron work, ts left. 

The departments affected say they did 
not lose any important papers, though 
a batch of old records has disappeared.

Herbert Replies to DeYoung Congress 
Should Charter a Ship as Nothing 
in the Navy Is Available. 

Washington, February 12.—Secretary Her- 
bert has received a request from the San 
Francisco board of trade to detail a war 
vessel to carry grain to the asthe people 
of India. 

‘He has written to Senator Perkins to the 
effect that it will be impossible to grant 
the request, as the war vessels, from their 
pecullar construction and the great amount 
of space occupied by their machinery, guns, 
stores, etc., are not fitted to carry a cargo. 

The United States has nothing in the 
way of transports or freight vessels suit- 
able for the purpose. 

The secretary suggests that the best way 
will be for congress to authorize the em- 
ployment or charter of a vessel with suf- 
ficient cargo capacity for the voyage, and 
expresses his desire to facilitate the matter 
in any way in his power.

FORMER WANTS THE EARTH 


The Latter Is Satisfied with a Corner 
of It, and Therein Lie Their 
Differences, 


A PROHIBITIVE DUTY Is PROPOSED 


Judge Lawrence, Who Represents the 
Manufacturers’ Committee, Demands 
That the Present Tariff on Washed, 
Scoured and Skirted Wools Be Dou- 
bled and Tripled—Growers’ Commit- 
teé Recognizes the Impossibility of 
Such Extreme Rates, and the Breach 
Widens, 


— — 


Washington, February 12.~The National 
Wool Growers’ Association and the 
National Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers have split on the wool schedule 
that each favors. The conference has 
been in session here almost continuously 
during the past two days behind closed 
doors. An effort was made to reach an 
agreement as to rates of duty on wool 
which might be recommended to the house 
ways and means committee. 

Mr. S. N. D. North, secretary of the 
National Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers, speaking of the disagreement, said: 

“The conference was entirely friendly at 
every stage, but that ended in complete 
disagreement, due to irreconcilable differ- 
ences of opinion as to what are reasonable 
rates of duty on wool under present con- 
ditions, and with a view to a permanent 
tariff law. The manufacturers’ committee, 
at the request of the wool growers, finally 
submitted a schedule of rates which they 
would join in recommending for the sake 
of securing harmonious co-operation. 

This schedule was higher than the 
judgment of the manufacturers approved 
as either proper or politic, but it was ten- 
dered as an evidence of their kindly feel- 
ing toward the wool growers and of their 
willingness to concede to the latter even 
higher rates of duty upon the raw material 
than they ask or expect upon their own 
manufactured products. . 
SCHEDULE OF DUTIES PROPOSED. 

“They proposed a duty of 8 cents a pound 
on wools of class 1. under 16 cents a pound 
in value and 10 cents a pound over that 
value, with double and triple duties on 
washed and scoured wools, 9 and 11 cents 
a pound on class 2 wools, with the same 
dividing line of values, and upon carpet 
wools, the McKinley law rates, namely 22 
per cent under 13 cente in value and 50 
per cent over that value and without a 
sorting clause. This proposition would 
have given the wool growers a higher pro- 
tection upon merino wools, eo far as the 
ad valorem equivalent is concerned, than 
they have ever had under any tariff law.“ 

The wool growers, after protracted ses- 
sion, passed a resolution rejecting this 
proposition in all its parts and stating that 
they “find # impossible to agree to the 
schedule proposed in justice to the abso- 
lute necessities of the wool growers.” Be- 
fore separating the wool growers were 
asked to accept in return for the support 
of the manufacturers, and they authorized 
Judge Lawrence to submit the following 
schedule as their ultimatum: 

Twelve cents a pound on class 1 and 
class 2 wools, double duty on washed and 
triple duty on scoured, 8 cents a pound on 
all carpet wools and double and triple 
duties on washed and scoured and 8 cents 
a pound additional duty on all skirted 
wools.”’ 

EFFECTS DISASTROUS. 

This is the original Lawrence schedule 
with some light modifications and its dis- 
astrous effects upon the wool manufacture 
and carpet manufacture are obvious to all 
manufacturers. 

There were members of the wool grow- 
ers’ committee who recognized the impos- 
geibility of acquiesence in such extreme 
rates, but the appointment of the commit- 
tee of conference had been placed in the 
hands of Judge Lawrence, and he so con- 
stituted the commfttee that it was ironclad 
against any material deviation from the 
tariff programme which he has been ad- 
vocating, notwithstanding the fact that the 
manufacturers have evidence which leads 
them to believe that a majoriy of the wool 
growers of the country, and particularly of 
the far west, believe that their best in- 
terests will be promoted by much more 
moderate duties,

Wastington, February 12—A further 
consideration of the iron and steel sche- 
dule was had yesterday by the republican 
members of the ways and means commit- 
tee. The chairman laid before the mem- 
bers a letter from the treasury depart- 
ment suggesting that a provision be in- 
serted in the new bill permitting ores con- 
taining lead to enter the country in bond 
and to be assayed at the nearest assay 
office to the point of destination, instead 
of collecting the duty at the port of entry. 
The suggestion was adopted and the duty 
was fixed at 1% cents a pound. 

The committee next turned its attention 
to a number of minor matters in the sche- 
dule wpon which an ad valorem duty is 
now levied. These include cut nails and 
cut spikes of iron or steel, horseshoe nails, 
wire nails, spikes, nuts, washers and 
horse, mule and ox shoes, cut tacks, brads 
or sprigs of all kinds, knitting and sewing 
machine needles, crechet needles and tape 
needles and all other needles, engraved 
steel plates, stereotype and electrotype 
plates, iron and steel rivets, crosscut saws, 
wood screws, umbrella and parasol ribs, 
wheels for railway purposes and ingots, 
cogged ingots, blooms or blanks for the 
same. 

Upon all of the foregoing the rate was 
made specific and substantially the same 
duty was imposed as now exists. 

The several paragraphs relating to cop- 
per, Fold and silver were restored to the 
McKinley rates.. Copper in rolled plates 
called braziers’ copper, sheets, rods, pipes 
and copper bottoms, also sheathing of 
yellow metal of which copper 18. the com- 
ponent of chief value and not ‘composed 
wholly or in part of iron ungalvanized 35 
per cent ad valorem. 

Gold and silver bullions and metal 
thread of gold, silver or other metals not 
specially provided for, 35 per cent ad va- 
lorem.

Washington, February 12.—Lewis McTur- 
ner and Philip MeElhone, two young men 
arrested yesterday by secret service offi- 
cers charged with the larceny of valuabie 
autograph letters from the congressional 
library, were taken beforé United States 
Commissoner Mills at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing for a preliminary exkmination. At its 
conclusion MeElhone was released on $3,000 
bail, and Turner was committed in default 
of bail in the same amount. 

It has been ascertained that the robbery 
was effected by means of duplicate keys. 
It Ras been in progréss since last August. 
A partial examination disclosed over one 
hundred documents to be missing. 

WASHINGTON’S DIARY. 
Among the most valuable of these was 
the diary of George Washington for 1787, 
the year ofthe constitutional convention, 
as well as letters of Washington, Benedict 
Arnold and John Hancock. The Washing- 
ton diary is among the papers recovered, 
It was shipped to the dealer in New York, 
whose name is not divulged, a short time 
ago by Turner, and had not been paid for. 
It was handled by the United States Ex- 
press Company, and the receipt has been 
recovered. The value placed upon it when 
he shipped it was 650, showing Turner's 
idea of its value. It was expressed minus 
a cover, and this cover waa taken from 
one of the pockets of Turner’s coat when 
he was arrested. 
Librarian Spofford says it is hard to 
place a vulue on the document. which is a 
precicus one. He also says that many of 
the things idispcsed of were of little a 
from a financial pont of view. 

ROOM IN CONFUSION. 
Thé rcom in which they were kept was 
one of the upper chambers of the library, 
and the confusion incident to the change 
of quarters to the new building is believed 
to have facilitated the thefts. 
MeElhone and Turner were both clerks in 
the library. The discovery of the abstrac- 
tion of these documents has led to an or- 
der for general examination of the ar- 
chives of the library which is now in pro- 
ess.

Of course the most gigantic scheme will 
be the construction of the much-talked-of 
Alabama street bridge. 

Councilman Camp, who is the chairman 
of the committee, said this morning that 
their great efforts would be to get the 
Alabama street bridge, but at the same 
time attention would be given all the other 
structures. 

The Edgewood avenue bridge is now 
undergoing repairs and will be in excellent 
conditon when the work is finished. This 


bridge received first attention from the 


mew council by getting a small appropria- 
tion toward repairs. 

Forsyth and Broad street bridges are in 
excellent shape. The grade underneath 
the Forsyth street structure could be 
raised to an advantage, says Councilman 
Camp, but it is not likely that this matter 
will be pressed this year. 

Bell street bridge will very likely be torn 
away and-a durable fron structure sub- 
stituted. The committee had this bridge 
under consideration at its last meeting 
and reported favorably on building a new 
structure. 

NEW BRIDGE FOR MAGNOLIA 

The next move on the part ef the com- 
mittee will be to recommend an improve- 
ment in the Magnolia street bridge. The 
bridge is a wooden structure and in some- 
what dilapidated condition. It is ‘the in- 
tention of the committee, says Councilman 
Camp, to go out next week and inspect its 
condition and devise some way by which 
a handsome iron structure can take the 
place of the wooden one. 

It is also the intention of the committee 
to recommend to the street committee the 
necessity of widening the street at the 
west end of the bridge and raising the 
grade about Elliott street. 

Many citizene of the western portion of 
Atlanta are urging that the city take im- 


mediate steps toward putting Magnolia . 


street in better condition, as it is the most 
extensively traveled thoroughfare entering 
directly from that part of the city.

MILLS IN SOUTH PROSPEROUS 


Governor Bullock States That the Out- 
put of Cotton Goods in the South Is 
Not Ahead of the Demand—Will Be 
an Impetus To Bring More Capital 
to the South. a | 


The cotton mills of the south will not 
close down. : 

This is an interesting and Important piece 
of news from a commertta) standpoint 
when taken in connection with the state- 
ment that all the mills. of the east have 
been ordered shut down, for an indefinite 
period, two days in-every week. 

This means that the output of the east- 
ern cotton mills willbe reduced one-third, 
and, that the payrolls wl be cut in the 
same proportion. It also means that the 
employes will receive only two-thirds of 
their former wages. 

When the fact that the eastern mills were 
to close down two days in the week be- 
came public it was at first thought that 
the southern mills would be included in the 
cut in time of operation. But such is far 
from teing the case. 

WILL RUN ON FULL TIME 

Last night Governor Bullock, who has 
been in touch with the cotton mill industry 
in the south for several years, was seen 
and asked about the matter. He said: 

“The proposed reduction cf time m the 
operation of cotton mills applies solely to 
the milis in the eastern states. The mills 
in the south will continue to run on full 
time. There is no reason whatever for the 
southern mills to make a reduction. It is 
the finer grades of cotton goods with which 
the market seems to be overstocked and 
these grades are made in the east and not 
in the south. Down here we mahufacture 
the ccarser material and we can sell all 
we can make.“ 

In this connection it is stated that all 
the miils of the south are in a most ros- 
percus condition end are paying good divi- 
dends where they are properly managed. 

AN IMPETUS TO CAPITAL 

Recently there has been an impetus givon 
to the movement to bring more capital 
from the north and east to the south for 
the purpose of investing it in cotton mills 
in this gection of the country. The partial 
shut down of the eastern mills may hasten 
the movement, 

That the southern mills are still to run 
on full time is sure to be received as most 
welcome news in all commercial centers.

Mr. Bailey states that the bank is Still 
solid and able to meet all obligations, and 
he stands ready to prove it by being will- 
ing to pay every depositor who wishes to 
withdraw. |

Bitter Fight Which Will 
Result Seriously. 


CUT PRICE BREAD THE CAUSE 


The Bakers Want the City To Adopt 
a Standard of Weight and There- 
by Protect the People. 


TROUBE OVER WEIGHT OF LOAVES 


The Twelve-Ounce and Sixteen-Ounce 
Loaves Are the Same Size and Are 
Sold for the Same Price—Bakers’ 
Agreement Won't Stand and They 
Want Protection by Law Regulating 
the Weight ot Bread—What Caused 
the Trouble. 


Bread is the staff of life, but when bread 
is made out of yeast and hot air it is a very 
weak staff. Some of the bread sold in 
Atlanta today is but little better than that. 
A full-weight 5-cent loaf of bread should 
balance the stales at an even sixteen 
ounces, but there is a trick which dishonest 
bakers know whereby a twelve-ounce loaf

may be made identical in size with the 
sixteen-ounce loaf, and to the ordinary 
observer they are the same. But the 
twelve-ounce loaf of being cut will be found 
to be full of holes, and of course as holes 
are not very substantial, it will require 
A great deal to satisfy hunger. 

Now if a customer goes to a baker he 
will get the sixteen-ounce loaf, but if he 
buys it from the bread wagon or from 
the grocer he will get a twelve-ounce loaf 
only. This is not true in all cases, it is 
but just to say, as some grocers. will not 
buy the twelve-ounce loaf, but they are 
few. Many different weights of loaves are 
made, there being no such a thing as uni- 
formity either in price or weight and the 
indications seem to point to a bread war in 
the near future. 

COMBINATION AGREEMENT BROKEN. 

Some time ago the bakers themselves 
petitioned the city council to regulate the 
weights of the loaf. They asked for a one 
and a two-pound loaf ordinance. Then as 
the price of flour fluctuated the price of the 
bread could easily be regulated. But from 
some unexplained cause the ordinance was 
reported unfavorably from the committee, 
and there the matter rested. Then the 
majority of the head bakers formed a com- 
bination among thempelves to regulate 
the price of the twelve-ounce loaf and 
agreed to discharge any driver found cut- 
ting the price. The drivers of the city 
claim that the drivers for Smid’s home bak- 
ery have been cutting prices. The drivers, 
with the exception of Smid’s men, met last 
Wednesday night and agreed to visit Mr. 
Smid last night in a body and demand that 
the offending drivers be discharged. 

Mr. Smid became very angry and noti- 
fied his visitors that he would attend to 
his own business and sell his bread at 
whatever price he pleased. Mr. Smid's 
refusal to abide by the terms of the con- 
tract he entered into will release all the 
other bakers, so they claim, and we may 
expect to see the bread market take a sud- 
den slump. 

OUGHT TO HAVE A STANDARD. 

Mr. Brady, a prominent baker and one 
who has been in thé businéss longer than 
any other baker in Atlanta, attempted to 
get such an ordinance passed by the coun- 
cil as is spoken of above. This attempt was 
made last September. Mr. Brady was 
geen today and asked his opinion of the 
matter as it stands. He said there should 
be no uniformity except the council estab- 
‘ished a standard because the bakers could 
never agree among themselves. He said: 

“When we think we have the whole 
matter adjusted, some baker or driver 
breaks the agreement, and we have no 
means to force them to live up to it, and 
then the whole thing is off. There is no 
city of any size in the United States but 
what has a bread ordinance and why we 
cannot have it here I can’t understand. 


This is a matter that the consumers should 


be interested in and they are the ones to 
appeal to the couneil and not us.“ 

‘Many of the bakers were interviewed, and 
they all, with the-exception of Mr. Smid, 
expressed themselves as being heartily in 
favor of such an ordinance. He told the 
reporter he would fight it with all th 
power he had.

tain what her mental condition really is. 

A prominent merchant, who had read the 
account of the woman's queer conduct, 
said: 1 don’t see why the police authori- 
ties should allow her to stand about the 
streets as she does, She is either a vagrant 
or a lunatic and something should be done 
to make her cease her street posing or 
she should be taken care of if she is men- 
tally unbalanced. I have seen the woman 
often and have wondered why she has 
not been looked after by the police. Any 
man who would thus stand day after day 
on the street would be run in either as a 
suspicious character, a vagrant or a luna- 
tic, and it 4s far worse to allow such con- 


duct upon the part of a woman in a city

like Atlanta.“ 

This is one of the many opinions that 
have been expressed concerning the Wood- 
side woman, and it seems to be generally 
thought that she should be removed to 
some charitable home or the asylum. 

CHIEF CONNOLLY WILL ACT. 

Chief Connolly. whe always gives such 
matters his careful attention, said this 
morning: 

“Yes, I have had my attention called to 
the strange actions of Mrs. Woodside 
and I will take some steps to get her off 
the streets. 
taken before Ordinary Calhoun, but he did 
not think at that time there was sufficient 
evidence of her insanity to warrant him in 
committing her to the insane asylum.

Big Rush for Carsen City—Agents of 
Western Lines in Town-—Western 
and Atlantic Gets Inte ‘New Quar- 
ters—Memphis and Charleston Or- 
dered Sold—Notes of the Rail. 


Colonel E. A. Richards left at noon today 


for an important business trip to New 
York. He goes to the metropolis for the 
purpose of meeting the eastern capitalists 
who are interested with him in the building 
of the connections to the Northeastern 
railroad which will give that road a south- 
ern outlet 1 and a northern out- 
let to Chattanooga. In 

Colonel Richards does not belleve that 
there will de any trouble over obtaining 
the money to build the line and he expects 
to have everything ready to begin the 
work of actual construction within a few 
weeks. 

The well-known legal firm of Horn- 
blower, Byrne, Taylor & Nutter, of New 
York, is at present drawing up the mort- 
gages to cover the line. It will be mert- 
gaged for $20,000 a mile, and the blank 
mortgages will be submitted to a number 
of prominent New York banking houses 
for approval. 

With the amount received from the sale of 
bonds he expects to be able to begin work 
at once on the line. 

There is not the slightest trouble expect- 
ed from placing the bonds, as $300,000 worth 
have already been sold between Athens 
and Augusta, and the attorneys of the 
road have under consideration bids for 
several thousand dollars’ worth more of 
the bonds.

One Moonshiner Who Gave Up His 
Home and Liberty for a Night's 
Frolic in Atlanta. 


THEY SMOKE AND TELL BIG TALES 


A Preacher Who Made a Break for 
Liberty To See His Third Wife. 
Brewing Unlawful Spirits Under a 
Washpot Down by the Branch—How 
the Moonshiners Pass Their Time in 

Prison. : .

The utter disregard of consequences, 
which is one of the leading characteristics 
of the romantic Georgia moonshiner, was 
strikingly illustrated in the conduct of one 
of the prisoners, charged with brewing 
the unlawful mountain dew, a day or two 
ago. Yesterday afternoon a representative 
of The Evening Constitution visited the 
section of the county jg il in which the 
moonshiners are kept, pining for the green 
trees, gurgling bramks, the gentle breezes 
and the quiet still. 

BUFFICIENT UNTO THE DAY, ETC, 

There are now confined in the prison 
about forty of these yeomen of Georgia 
who do business by the light of the moon, 
the most picturesque character among 
them being the moonshiner who has lately 
exemplified the careless, devil-may-care 


habits of the foe to revenue officers. His 
name is Samuel Waters and he halls from 
somewhere near Rabun Gap, in the moun-

OPENING RACES APRIL 9 AND 10 


General Manager Prince Is Here To- 


day Arranging for the Big Races 
for the Summer. 


$40,000 IN CASH FOR THE PRIZES 


1 


This Amount Will De Offered During 
the Season— Champion Riders of the 
World Win Be in Attendance—Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Chattanooga, Atlan- 
ta and Montgomery Will Compose 
the Southern Circuit—Track at Piéd- 
mont Park in Good Condition. 


Atlanta will be in the southern bicycle 
circuit, and the first. of the spring races 
will be held in this city on April 9th and 
10th. 

The contract for having Atlanta in the 
circuit was closed this morning with the 
Exposition Amusement Company by Mr. 
Jack Prince, the general manager of the 
circuit, and within a few weeks everything 
will be in readiness for the beginning of 
the racing season. 

Mr. Prince arrived in the city last night 
from Chattanooga, where he has signed a 
contract for the erection of a large col- 
liseum which will be used for the races in 
that city. Work on the Chattanooga 
building will begin at once and it will be 
completed and ready for use at the first 
races in that place. 

As it is at present arranged there will 
be five cities in the circuit. They will be 
Memphis, Nashville, Chattanooga, Atlanta 
and Montgomery. 

The season will open in Memphis on 
April 24 and 34 for two days: from Mem- 
phis the racers will go to Nashville for 
April 5th and 6th; Chattanooga, April 7th 
and 8th; Atlanta, April 9th and 10th, and 
Montgomery on April.12th and 13th. 

The ‘Montgomery dates will finish the 
first trip around the circuit and the riders 
will then return to Memphis, where they 
will begin the second round and will reach 
Atlanta every eleven days after the first 
races for the following seven months. 

RACES EVERY BLEVEN DAYS. 

The cities which Mr. Prince has tncluded 
in the circuit are so located that he is 
enabled to reach them every eleven days. 
Much enthusiasm has already been mani- 


fested over the coming races by the local 


wWwheelmen and they promise to be the most 


entertaining amüsement “which wir be 
offered thé visitors 
‘grounds this summer. 


to the exposition 

One beauty of the races is that they will 
aH be run at night. Mr. Prince has ex- 
amined the track in the building at Pied- 
mont park and he pronounces it in perfect 
condition and praises Messrs. Larned and 
Fitch for the excellent shape in which 
they have placed ft, which will allow a 
mile to be made on it in 1:45. In the build- 
ing Mr. Prince will place fifty arc lights, 
which will allow the spectators to see the 
races at every corner of the big track. 

During the season there will be 340,000 in 
cash prizes offered to the riders, which 
will equal about 3400 every time a race 
meet is held in this city, so that if a 
rider should follow up ail the races and 
were only to win 40 per cent of his en- 
tries during the season he would come out 
at the end of the seven months $7,000 win- 
ner or an average of $1,000 a month. 

- SIXTY CRACK RIDERS COMING. 

Mr. Prince says that there will be from 
sixty to eighty visiting riders, rubbers and 
trainers in Atlanta every time the races 
come off. This will serve to enthuse local 
wheelmen and bring out large crowds to 
gee the races each fortnight. 

Among the crack riders whom Mr. 
Prince has assurance will be on the circuit 
are J. Eaton, of Elizabeth, N. J., the 
champion indoor rider of the world; Con 
Baker, of Columbus, O., the 1:55 man; Otto 
Zeigler, of San Francisco, tne champion of 
California; Lloyd Williams, of Dallas, the 
champion of Texas; Ray McDonald, of 
New York; Ben Stowers, of Attalla, Ala., 
and Clarence Woodard, of Nashville, the 
champions of the south; EM Winsett, of 
Portland, Ore.; George Quinn, of Mobile: 
Lewis Davis, Preston Barry. Gilbert Logue 
and Bert Repine, of Nashville; Zack“ 
Olliver and Dick Yates, of Memphis, and 
other crack riders trom all over the 
country. 

Mr. Prince Will leave this afternoon for 
Montgomery, where he goes to close some 


small details and he will then return to 


Memphis. He will be in Atlanta again in 
about a month, at which time he will thor- 
oughly bill the town for the opening races 
here. Today he has spent the cime in 
visiting the local bicycle dealers and others 
interested in the coming races and to a

In all the different departments of hu- 
man life in which Atlanta has advanced 
with th2 rest of the world, sometimes an- 
ticipating its tend, sometimes but seidom, 
we believe, behind it, none has more ‘sub- 
stantially shown its true progressivenesgs 
than has the acceptance aud cultivation of 
the bicycle. 

As a meuns of pleasure, othe ‘use of the 
bicycle here is enormous, but as an ad- 
junct to buslness transactions, it has been 
carried further than possibig in any other 
city in the country 01 

But with all its delights and its adwun- 
tages it has many featurés which make it 
something bordering on an annoyance. 

Many otherwise than bicycle professors 


and devotees hold back in Horror when 


they consider the awful length to which 
the craze can be taken, for it is probably 


‘ true that whereas in the possession of any 


other thing which a human being can 
own, there is the possibility of his being 
completely satisfied with it, by all ethios of 
wheeling, having found the correctly ab- 
solutely right thing in bicycles is impos- 
sible. | ; 

Let him who looks forward to accepting 
the present high standard in wheels only 
as something which he will constantly 
improve as these betterments present them- 
selves shudder. 

There is not a part-of tits present ma- 
chine that some one has not imagined he 
could improve upon. Not an inch ot it 
that, if he so wished, cannot be chang- 
ed and possibly bettered by some new de- 
vice. 

And one day inventions are did tomorrow 
and- the unpleasant fact is consequent 
to every one who bought his wheel yes- 
terday that there are a thousand things 
he could do to change it today. 

In the questions of handles for instance, 
no snake ever dreamed of the contortions 
that these have been twisted into, and 
back of it in each instance is some principle 
that proves all other convolutions a delu- 
sion and a snare. 

Medicine has stepped in here very de- 
cidedly or rather it has stepped into medi- 
cine. The correction of spinal troubles, of 
deformities, of Interrupted development in 
the arms or legs has been beHeved possible 
by some doctor by means of the position 


of the handle bars of a much used bicycle. 


But this is simple compared to the sub- 
jects of chains and the absence of chains. 
Here the brain of man has run riot. All 


sorts of schemes and ideas have been in- 


corporated in this part of bicyclism: Here 
is an odd-looking chain that has teeth 
like those of a shark. Ms maker claims 


that it is lighter than an ordinary chain 


and 800 pounds stronger. Another chain 
appears like a series of small triangles. It 
comes from England and its merit is that 
with it one can ride a 112 gear as easily as 
seventy-six gear with an ordinary chain. 
The chain rides on its teeth on the front 
‘sprocket wheel and on the rear sprocket 
wheel it rolls on roller bearings. 

An. English make of chain is an old ar- 
rangement of curved links, which hinge 
upon each other. It is said to exert greater 
power than the ordinary chain and is 
not so lie ble to snap. But In every depart- 
ment new devices could be mentioned, here 
are some of them that have recently ap- 
peared. 

A lamp which looks for all the world Nke 
a miniature diver’s helmet. It has a white 


der that the wheels have not been on the 
market long ago. 


The seat post is attached to the rest 
ot the tubing of the frame by hinges and 


the part of the tubing which runs to the 
rear wheel and ‘completes the diamond 


‘shape of the frame is in two parts. The 


part attached to the saddle fits within that 
connected with the wheel and works upon 
a strong spring and an air cushion, which 
are so adjusted that just the’ necessary 
amount of elasticity is given to insure 
comfort. It is said to stand the jolting | 
“of a rough road splendidly. 

But next to the question of handle bars 
that of tires is most important and ab- 
sorbing. 

There is a new single tube tire of four 
parts, an outer coating of strong rubber 
and three inner layers of canvas so ar- 
ranged that the strongest threads of the 
layers are at an oblique angle to each 
other. This construction is said to give 
a very strong tire. 

And for repairing punctures there are 
all conceivable remedies.. Chemistry has 
been brought to its highest points in find- 
ing things that quickly prevent the es- 
cape of air from the tubes, and there are 
not as mapy patent remedies that cure 
colds as there are concoctions that will 
fix the hurts that rubber feels. 

The newest pump combines also a ce- 
ment tube, and yet is small enough to go 
into a tool bag. One of the most novel 
tires is self-healing. You can drive a tack 
into it and yet the leak will cease almost 
immediately. 

The tire ts made of layers, tue inner one 
of which consists of a hairy substance, the 


‘fibers of which are sucked into the leak 


by the escaping air and thus stop it. 

The matter of brakes is am exceeding 
joy to one of the inventive mind. Any 
amount of latitude is given to him who 
would find a way to 0 his bicycle 
quickly. 

From. the plan of-simply pressing upon 
the fromt tire to the most powerful West- 
inghouse air brake, numberiess schemes 
have been conceived and carried out. 

The first consideration in brakes is 
where to place them. Pressure can be 
made upon either tire, or another part of 
the wheel may be affected, and the choice 
of accepting any sort of device is given, 
but probably the most ingenious is that 
which conceals the means of braking in 
the grip. 

In-one the twist of the grip screws the 
grip fhto a piece of metal. This metal ts 
thus drawn back and a metal attachment 
which runs through the stem and con- 
nects with a plunger of rubber is sent 
against the plunger, which is thus forced 
upon the wheel. In amother style the ap- 
pliance is much the same, but the wire is 


| run’ through the frame to the rear wheel, 


where it works a plunger. 

Of course the old way of stopping by 
going over the handle bars or turning 
too suddenly is left to any who prefer 
them. But as a rule the other means 
are Nked by most riders. 

Then, too, where there is another rider 
at hand who is not agile a very effective 
stop can be made without difficulty. 

The chance of a bicycle’s gaining notori- 

ety, through different ways, is infinite. 
In an exhibition now taking place in New 
York the wheel which is to be shipped to 
the fistic hero, Fitzsimmons, is shown 
and always attracts a crowd. 

One is also exhibited that is valued at. 
$5,000 and duplicates of this wheel. are

HN INTERPRISING. OFFIGIAL. 


TAX COLLECTOR OF BALDWIN OVER- 
STEPS HIS AUTHORITY. 


Collected the License Tax from Two 
Saloon Keepers for the Current 
Year and Retained All the 
Commisston. 


* 


A peculiar case has come up before the 
comptroller in which a tax collector ex- 
emplified the adage that the early bird. 
catches the worm. 

It is just the reverse of the case from 
Floyd county, although alluded to in an 
afternoon paper as a similar case. 

The showing has been made that Tax 


Collector Wilson. of Baldwin county, whose 


term of office exphted December Ast. 
started’ out early on the morning of Jan- 
‘tary’ Ist’ and collected the liquor license 
tax of $150 from each, of two saloon keepers 
in Milledgeville. 

The: liquor license for 1896 was fixed at 
$100, but for 1897 it was raised to $150 per 
annum and Wilson collected $300 from the 
two saloon men, retained. his commission, 


which amounted to $18. and forwarded the 


remainder to the state. 

The incoming tax collector. Stembridge. 
complained to Comptroller Wright about 
the matter and asked his advice. As a 
matter of course the answer waa ttat 
Wilson.was not entitled to the commission 
and had no right, under the law, to collect 
the tax, which was not a part of the tax 
‘of 1896, but of 1897, and was a perquisite of 
the incoming tax collector, whe was en- 
titled to the commission. 

The’ case was finally adjusted to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, but on a close 
examination of the verbiage of the law a 
different construction might be placed on 
it. The law reads plainly that the terms 
of all such’. officers. shall begin. on the. Ist 
day of January sueceeding their election 
and shall expire on the Ist day of January 
two years thereafter, thus stretching the 
calendar so as to give them two years and 
one day in office, instead of two years, as 
was contemplated in the act: 

But in spite of this apparent defect in 
the statute the rule has been that every 
tax collector should collect the taxes due 
for the term during which he was in office 
and that his successor should take charge 
of all the new business for the year fol- 
lowing. his election, Including all specific 
taxes due the state on the Ist day of Jan- 
uary of were year.

Howard, who is chairman of 
the ordinance committee, said that he had 
not given the ordinance enough thought 
to express an opinion, but he intended to 
look into the question thoroughly before 
voting this afternoon, 

Councilman Adamson, of tire “ordinance. 
committee, said he thought the measure 


was impracticable, but he could not say 


how he. would. vote. until: he had heard 
the matter thoroughly discussed.

cially that section lying around Birming- 
ham and served by Louisville and Nash- 
ville, has enormous resources. Competition 
on the part of southern pig iron in English 
and other markets has reached a point 
where it is causing a good deal of concern 
to foreign makers of iron. 

All this is having an effect on views re- 
garding Louisville, and in England the ex- 
pectation seems to be that dividends will 
be resumed before very long. Many of the 
directors here, however, are of opinion that 
too hasty a resumption of dividends would 
not be a good thing in view of the fact 
that suspension has not worked to the det- 
riment of stockholders as regards the 
value of their stock. 

A curious thing about Louisville is the 
apparent want of popularity of its unified 
bonds. Houses which deal in these bonds 
and which have made a study of them with 
the result of becoming convinced that they 
were thoroughly good, find some difficulty 
in placing them with customers. People 
connected with the company say the bonds 
should be worth 10 per cent more than they 
are selling for if merit is any criterion. 

Leather. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

There has been an important change in 
the leather situation by the sale of over 
400,000 sides of hemicck. The United States 
Company has sold over 200,000 sides, and a 
prominent indeperdent house 150,0 % sides. 
The leather sold was largely rejects, poor 
and good damaged hemlock, and was sold 
at lic, 17c, and 190 for the three grades. We 
understand that as a result of these sales 
the market has been practically cleaned up 
of cheap grades of hemlock. One large 
house says they have not a pound of good 
cr poor damaged hemlock unsold. As a re- 
sult, the United States Leather Company 
and other houses have advanced prices, as 
we stated yesterday, 1 cent a pound, mak- 
ing quotations on number one hemlock 22c., 
poor damaged 18c, and rejects 16c. There is 
still a difference of between ½ and a 
bent between buyers and sellers, but dealers 
will make no coneessions, and have turned 
down orders. There has been a fair trade in 
Union bellies at 120 and 130 for the best 
grades. 

The Milwaukee tanners feel assured that 
all reports of a decline in prices are with- 
out substantial basis. They say that the 
demand for oil grain, which is the grade 
manufactured here in largest quantities, is 
stronger than for some time past and that 


trade prospects in general are not such as 


to lead anybody in the leather business to 
cut prices.
